MASSACHUSETTS-Boton.-The health officer's weekly sanitary re-
port, dated December 28, 1889, says: "Influenza epidemic. Ten per
cent. of the population."

December 26, 1889.
SIR: I have tho honor to state that the U. S. Revenue Steamer Gal-

latin put into this harbor yesterday with a large number of the crew
disabled.

I was summoned and found seven men suffering with slight chills,
severe headache, general museular pains, slight febrile action, accom-
panied with loss of appetite, sleeplessness, ifurred tongue, and fetid
breath. One other case was convalescent and had returned to duty.

I was unable to reach any other conclusion than that it was an influ-
enza or simple febricula, and I forward the above statement -as a con-
tribution to the history of the present popular epidemic called "La
Grippe."

I was unable to ascertain any local cause for this trouble aboard the
ship, as there had been no extraordinary climatic conditions or any
thing of unsanitary nature in the forecastle.

CALIFORNIA-ity and County of San Iranciseo.-Month of Novem-
ber, 1889. Population, 330,000. Total deaths, 479; including croup,
8; diphtheria, 10; enteric fever, 23; whooping-cough, 3; and scarlet
fever, 2.
JoWA-Davenport.-Month of November, 1889. Population, 33,715.

Total deaths, 26; including croup, 1; diphtheria, 9; and enteric fever, 1.
MICHIGAN.-Week ended December 21, 1889. Reports to the State

board of health, Lansing, from 47 observers, indicate that cerebro-
spinal meningitis, membranous croup, and scarlet fever increased,
and inflammation ofbrain, cholera infantum, cholera morbus, diarrhcea,
dysentery, erysipelas, typho-malarial fever, inflammation ofkidney, and
puerperal fever decreased in area of prevalence. Diphtheria was re-
ported piLesent in 29 places; scarlet fever at 25 places; enteric fever at
21 places; measles at 8 places; and small-pox at 1 place, Muskegon.
NEW JERSEY-Hudson County.-Month of November, 1889. Popu-

lation, 282,254. Total deaths, 475; including measles, 2; scarlet fever,
1; diphtheria, 47; whooping-cough, 3; and enteric fever, 20.
NEW YORK.-Month of November, 1889. Reports to the State board

of health show a total of 7,285 deaths during the month; including
enteric fever, 160; scarlet fever, 56; measles, 25; whooping-cough, 55;
croup and diphtheria, 501; diarrhoeal diseases, 110; and consumption,
944. The Monthly Bulletin says:

In 125 cities, villages, and large towns, having an aggregate popula-
tion of 4,012,000, there were during November 6,039 deaths, repre-
senting an 'annual death rate per 1,000 of 18.06. In the infant mortal-
ity there is little variation from that of last month. The zymotic death
rate is materially less than that of lastmonth and also than that ofNovem-
ber, 1888. This diminution is due to fewer deaths from typhoid fever,
diphtheria, and diarrhoea. Typhoid fever caused 2.32 per cent. of the
mortality this month, and 3.24 per cent. last month; about the same
variation occurred in 1888. Diphtheria, which increased greatly in
October, causinlg 7.12 per cent. of allI deaths, has fallen off to 6.86 in-
stead of continuing to increase; it is reported from but 20 rural towns
not enumerated in the Bulletin. Diarrhcea shows the customary de-
crease. There is little variation in other zymotic diseases. In each
1,000 deaths there were 129.51 from consumption and 179.46 per 1,000
above five years of age.

RHODE ISLAND.-Month of December, 1889. From the Monthly
Bulletin for December the following is extracted:

Health of the State. -With a single exception, the medical corre-
spondents of the board, representing every section of the State, report
a less than usual amount of general sickness.

Diarrhceal and malarial diseases had decreased about 80 per cent.,
typhoid fever about 75 per cent., and acute diseases of the brain about
40 per cent.



Di'phtheria and scarlet fever were report-ed as present in a few locali1-
ties oniy. and in those in sporadic and mild form.

Measles were reported fromn eight localities, and were largely preva-
lent or epidemic in West Scitutate anid Foster, and in the vicinaity of
Greenville and the vill-ages in the western half of Warwick.
Whooping cough was prevalenit in moderate numnbers in. Smithfield,

Gloucester, Foster, anid Warwick, anid wa-s epidemic in Berkeley.
Bronchitis anid catarrhal influienza had, increased 100 per cent., a-nd

rheumatismn 50 per cenit., compared with the previous month.
During the month of November, 1889, there were 421 deaths from all

causes; including croup, 7'; diphtheria, 14 ; enteric, fever, 20 ; measles,
3; scarlet fever, 1; anid whooping cough, 2.

Population,
40,000. Total deaths, 40; inceluding croup, 1; and enteric fever, 1.

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FOREIGN.

GREAT BRITAIN-England and Wales.-The deaths registered in 28
great towus of England and Wales during the week ended December 14
corresponded to an annual rate of 23.1 a thousand"of the aggregate pop-
ulation, which is eKstimated at 9,555,406. The lowest rate was recorded
in Norwich, viz, 17.1, and the highest in Plymouth, viz, 34.7 a thou-
sand. Diphtheria caused 5 deaths in Salford, 2 in Liverpool, 3 in Plym-
outh, and 2 in .Oldham.
London.-One thousand seven hundred and sixty-eight deaths were

registered during the week, including measlvs, 30; scarlet fever, 12;
diphtheria, 35; whooping-cough, 49; enteric fever, 15; and diarrhoea
and dysentery, 14. The deaths from all causes corresponded to an an-
nual rate of 21.2 a thousand. Diseases of the respiratory organs
caused 552 deaths. In greater London 2,245 deaths were registered,
corresponding to an annual rate of 20.8 a thousand of the population.
In the " outer ring I the deaths included measles, 3; scarlet fever, 2;
diphtheria, 2; and whooping-cough, 6.

Ireland. -The average annual death rate, represented by the deaths
registered during the week ended December 14, in the 16 principal
town districts of Ireland, was 28.2 a thousand of the population. The
lowest rate was recorded in Kilkenny, viz, 12.7, and the highest in
Londonderry, viz, 32.1 a thousand. In Dublin and suburbs 218 deaths
were registered, including measles, 2; enteric fever, 6; whooping-
cough, 3; and diarrhoea, 2.
Scotland.-The deaths registered in eight principal towns during the

week ended December 14 corresponded to an annual rate of 23.6 a
thousand of the population, which is estimated at 1,314,274. The low-
est mortality was recorded in Leith, viz, 16.3, and the highest in Glas-
gow, viz, 26.6 a thousand. The aggregate number of deaths registered
from all causes was 604, including measles, 20; scarlet fever, 8; diph-
theria, 20; whooping-cough, 16; fever, 7; and diarrhoea, 14.

Malta and Gozo.-Two hundred and ten deaths were registered dur-
ing the last half of November, 1889, including diphtheria, 5; enteric
fever, 2; and dysentery, 1.
DUTCH GLuIANA-Paramaribo. -Month of October, 1889. Popula-

tion, 27,752. Total deaths, 73; none from contagious diseases.
C'uBA-Havana.-Two deaths from yellow fever were reported during

the week ended December 19, 1889.
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Cardena.-December 20, 1889. Cool and dry weather prevails, with
good health.
BAHAMAS-Nassau, N. P.-December 21, 1889. City is healthy.

Weather pleasant and dry.
